HUNT BODIES IN | 


$4,000,000 FIRE 
AT PALM BEACH 


Order Martial Law; 
Hotels Are Looted. 


(Pictures on back page.) 

Palm Beach, Fla., March 18.—Fire 
late today destroyed the famous Break- 
ers hotel, wiped out the smaller Palm 
Beach hotel, and for hours held a 
threat of destruction over the entire 
northern section of this celebrated win- 
ter playground of the wealthy. 

Four cottages belonging to the 
Breakers were also burned as were gev- 
eral private homes and shops near the 
razed structures. 

The damage by fire along with the 
personal valuables lost by hundreds of 
wealthy guests is estimated at 44, 


000,000. ‘ 
Martial Law Declared. 


Martial law was put into effect to- 


night by Gov. Martin at the request 
of local authorities after police in 
West Palm Beach had captured two 
motor trucks and sevtral automobiles 
loaded with valuables stolen from ihe 
ruins, arresting eight Negroes and une 
white man. 

Troops were immediately placed on 
guard at all bridges between the re- 
sort and West Palm Beach.

Many Towns Send Help. 

Fire fighting forces from Palm 
Beach, West Palm Beach, Lake Worth, 
Miami, and several other towns fought 
the flames, and other firemen were on 
the way when the upper hand was 
gained by those on the scene about 9 
o'clock. 

The fire started late this afternoon 
in an upper floor of the south wing of 
the Breakers, which had nearly 900 
rooms, and provided accommodations 
for nearly 2,000 persons. The cause 
of the fire was variously reported as a 
carelessly handed cigaret, a plumber's 
torch, and a woman guest using an 
electrical appliance. 

Flames broke through the roof and 
smoke almost immediately spread 
throughout the hotel. Guests hurried- 
ly left the burning structure, many no! 
waiting to save their personal belone- 
ings, and the loss of valuables of per- 
sons residing in the hotel is expected to 
be great. The hotel, constructed of 
highly inflammable pine wood, burned 
rapidly. 

Officials Summon Help. 

Hotel officials, sensing the imminent 
danger, summoned the entire equip- 
ment of the Palm Beach fire depart. 
ment and that of West Palm Beach, 
across the lake, as well as Lake Worth, 
seven miles away.

BANKERS REQUEST 
SPECIAL SESSION 


FOR TAX REFORM | 


Washington, D. C., March 18.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Declaring that the harmony of 
views of Senator Glass, Secretary Mel- 
lon, and the southern bankers on tax 
reform, as expressed at the meeting 
at Richmond last night, made possible 
sound tax legislation without further 
delay, the American Bankers’ league 
announced today it has requested 
President Coolidge to call congress 


and give the country relief. 

Senator Glass’ statement made at 
the annual meeting of the Richmond 
Bankers’ club last night, announcing 
that he would vote for a 20 per cent 
maximum surtax rate to take the place 
of the present rate of 40 per cent, has 
made advisable an extra session of con- 
gress to give special consideration to 
taxation and has given the nation as- 
surance that the present congress can 
be depended on to give nonpartisan 
consideration to sound tax legislation,” 
the league statement said.

Some Foretold Difficulties. 


Others have rather looked forward 
to what has happened. Eighteen 
months ago those who studied the in- 
roads of the Panama canal on trans- 
continental tonnage were wondering 
whether the St. Paul would be able to 
weather the storm without financial 
refitting. 

All the northwestern lines have not 
only had that to fight but have had 
to pass through the agricultural de- 
pression and a period of high wages 
and material costs, with rate increases, 
proportionately less than those given 
roads in other sections. Their passen- 
ger revenues have been seriously cut 
by automobile competition, with no cor- 
responding curtailment of service. 

Instead of being a mistake, the Pa- 
cific extension probably will prove in 
the long run to have made the entire 
system vastly more valuable.

. Business Exceeds Facilities.

Hit by War Changes. 

Then came the post-war surplusage 
of ships and the onrush of sailormen 
through the Panama ditch.
